Fine investigative journalism 


Those guys at Edmonton-based 
Alley Kat Brewing, which celebrat- 
ed its first anniversary last week, 
could use some lessons in media 
relations. 

Co-founders Neil Herbst and 
Richard Cholon were scheduled 
to wax eloquent at the brewery’s 
barbecue/beerfest (the microbrew- 
ery used the event to show off the 
newest edition to its line, the limit- 
ed-run, seasonally-produced 
Razzykat), about two silver medals 
captured at the 1996 World Beer 
Championships in Chicago. But 
their talk amounted to all of 30 
seconds as they declared folks 
would rather dispense with for- 
malities. 

Deprived of the usual easily- 
digestible media fodder, the SEE 
contingent was forced to seek out 
the story within the bowels of the 
brewery. Industrious investigation 
brought us to the tasting room, 
just inside the front doors, and 


exposed us to the extensive know- 
ledge of assistant brewer (and han- 
der-outer-of-free-samples) Jason 
Meyer. 

We discovered Razzykat Ale, of 
which only 12,000 bottles were 
produced this year, to be pos- 
sessed of a fruity tinge, but one 
which easily succumbs to the fact 
this is actually a beer. It can be 
consumed without the slightest 
feeling you're drinking a cooler, 
which definitely cannot be said for 
Alley Kat’s other fruit beer, 
Aprikat. 

If you prefer none of the fruit at 
all, try Alley Kat Amber. And if you 
like something that tastes sort of 
like beer, like the industrial sort-of 
beers Canadians seem so favor, try 
... down the street. 

Meyer was most excited, howev- 
er, about that barley wine (one of 
very few produced in the world) of 
uncertain alcohol content, called 
Olde Deuteronomy. Its making 
involves lots of hops, a plant not- 
too-distantly related to cannabis 
(oops, can we say that?). 

“If you suffer from insomnia, 
you might want to try it. It’s the 
most non-motivational bottle of 
liquid you could get your hands 
on,” Meyer said. 

Alley Kat offers brewery tours 
for groups of six or less between 2- 
4 pm Thursdays and Fridays. 
Group tours should call ahead.

t's weird to fall off the time tread- 

mill and feel OK about it. My 
work ethic and commitment often 
drive me to put out for 12 hours a 
day. But now, as I prepare to leave 
for a year or more to cycle around 
the world on the Greenspiration 
Odyssey, my pace is changing. 

People around me seem to be 
leading hectic lives, rushing around 
trying to get more things done. I've 
certainly been there: a place where 
there is rarely enough time to 
spend with friends and family, cook 
a meal, or go for a walk by the 
river. 

Tve always felt time is one of the 
great oppressors. Why are we rac- 
ing against it? Couldn’t we learn to 
live with it, enjoying it more? 

How did this relationship hap- 
pen? Automation was supposed to 
free us from drudgery, allowing for 
more leisure time. What has result- 
ed is soaring unemployment rates, 
now reaching the highest levels 
since the Great Depression of the 
1930s. Yet somehow people seem 
to have less time. 

Decades ago there was a strong 
movement towards a 30-hour work 
week. According to the book The 
End.of Work by Jeremy Rifkin, 
‘some corporations even adopted 
30-hour weeks. When Kellogg’s 
(please don’t call them “flakey”) 
‘decided to shrink the work week in 
order to create employment for 
more people, worker enthusiasm 
and efficiency rose. They found 
accident and insurance rates were 
improved and they were able to pay 


workers as much for six hours of 


work as they formerly paid for 
eight. 
_ These days, with soaring unem- 
ployment, perhaps it’s time for 
those with jobs to work less in 
order to free up work for others. 
The 40-hour work week could be 
reduced to something more hum- 
ane and sensible.

Utility testing solar home 





Edmonton’s cold climate makes project unique

peor lights up your life. In its 

search for more efficient, 
environmentally-conscious ways 
to let you turn on your bathroom 
light, the utility giant has come 
up with their Photovoltaic 
Demonstration Project. In plain 
English, it’s a solar-powered 
house. 

The utility company (formerly 
known as Edmonton Power) 
joined forces with the federal 
government, the City of 
Edmonton and engineering firm 
Howell Mayhew in 1995 to com- 
plete the installation of solar 
panels on a test house in the 
city’s west end. 

The sun powers the home’s 
lights, appliances, stereo and 





computer. Gordon Howell, one 
of the principals in Howell 
Mayhew Engineering, owns the 
home. 

“We are very excited about 
this project. There are solar- 
assisted grids operating in other 
regions of North America but 
this is the most extreme climate 
it has been tried in,” said Michele 
Cadario, government affairs co- 
ordinator for Epcor. 

“This will be an ongoing pro- 
ject to see how it works out ina 
colder climate and, so far, the 
results have been encouraging.” 
The pilot project is costing the 
partners $55,000 for the year. 

One of the principle objectives 
of the solar project isto reduce 
harmful carbon dioxide emis- 
sions normally associated with

power generators. 

Solar energy is a natural non- 
polluting abundant energy 
source using no fuel and requires 
very little maintenance. But he 
biggest boon to the feasibility of 
solar power lies in the perfor- 
mance of the solar cells in the 
first year of operation. 

“The house generates 80 per 
cent of all its energy. During the 
day, it actually generates a sur- 
plus that is fed into the rest of 
the power system. During night 
the house uses stored energy or 
it taps Edmonton's power grid,” 
said Cadario. 


Under-used power source 


“Having the ability to generate 
that much of its own power is a 
very positive sign and bodes well 
for the future of the project. The 
sun’s energy is one of the most 
available but least utilized power 
sources in the world.” 

Epcor is the only utility com- 
pany-in Alberta using the sun to 
feed its grid,.an energy pool all 
houses and businesses draw 
from. 

While solar powered houses 
are still a vision of the future, 
there are uses being put in place 
throughout the city..The “City of 
Champions” sign that graces the 
southern approach is lit by 
stored solar power, as are the 
emergency phones that dot the 
highway. 

Canada is a noviceiin the solar- 
energy race. Canada has 10 sun- 
powered grid systems, while in 
Germany and Japan there are 
thousands. Trend capital of 
North America, California, 
boasts hundreds of solar-assisted 
grids. While solar power has its 
advantages, we are still a long 
way from leaving natural gas 
behind. 

“In another six months or so, 
we'll be doing a study to deter- 
mine the next step of the pro- 
gram. Either we will expand our 
current uses or look at what else 
can be done with the power. 

This is one of the most excit- 








ing challenges Epcor has under- 
taken,” said Cadario.

Berry bad news 

Health officials remind the pub- 
lic to wash all fruits and vegeta 
bles carefully, following an out- 
break of cyclospora that left 35 
people ill in Toronto. 

Cyclospora is an intestinal ail- 
Ment that comes from fruits and 
vegetables grown in contaminated 
irrigation water. 

In Toronto, the sickness, mark- 
ed by diarrhea, fatigue and abdom- 
inal pain, came from a batch of 
tainted California strawberries 
Edmonton health officials said 
they haven’t had any problems 
locally, but warned consumers to 
briskly wash all produce 

The Canadian Produce Market- 
ing Association issued an alert on 
June 14 noting the federal govern- 
ment had not yet made any official 
recommendation against eating 
























strawberries. 

However, Health Canada advis- 
es the elderly, the very young, and 
people with weakened immune 
systems from the likes of chemo- 
therapy and HIV, to exercise cau- 
tion 

Oliver Square Safeway’s pro- 
duce manager, who refused to give 
his name, said if there was a prob- 
lem with the produce they 
wouldn't sell it. On Sunday, the 
grocery store sold two pallets of 
California strawberries. 

“If they weren't safe, they 
wouldn't be here,” said the pro- 
duce manager.

Wow! Come on, Adams, work with me on 
this one. 

Maybe it’s the repetition of doing 28 years 
of interviews with journalists 


but, whatever the reason, Adams definitely 
isn’t into conversing before his upcoming 
Jazz City gig at the Arts Barn Open Space 
tomorrow (Friday). 

Fans of the band are familiar with 
NRBQ’s unique brand of eclectic music 
known as omni-pop. It’s a lively mix of rock, 
blues, country, pop, jazz and folk, all of it 
very much in evidence on their newest 

recording Message for the Mess Age. 


















The band’s current makeup is 
Adams on keyboards, Al 
Anderson on guitar, Tom 
Ardolino on drums and Joey 
Spampinato on bass. The lat- 
ter’s name is even the title of a 
song, about spelling 
Spampinato correctly.

It’s a tribute to their diverse sound that no 
less a luminary than Elvis Costello said, “I'd 
much rather any day go see NRBQ playing 
than any of our illustrious punk bands in 
England.” 

Adams finally met Costello when both 
worked on the Robert Altman film Short 
Cuts. Costello wrote a song for the film, 
while Adams had a cameo appearance. “He’s 
a very nice guy, Elvis Costello,” said Adams. 
“He's got a great voice.” 


Musically more forthcoming 


That’s everything Adams has to say about 
that subject. 

Er, maybe we should talk about your 
albums. How does the most recent differ 
from previous recordings? “It’s Live in 
Tokyo. That pretty much says it.” Uh, guess 
so. 

Ah, well, any last thoughts, maybe on 
touring in Japan? “Audiences over there are 
very appreciative and respectful toward us,” 
noted Adams. 

Fortunately, musically, the band is more 
forthcoming. NRBQ has a repertoire of over 
500-songs and at Friday's show it’s anyone’s 
guess what they may choose to play. 

The show is also a Jazz City fund-raiser 
for the Big Miller Scholarship Fund. The 
fund, put in place at the time of Big Miller’s 
death in June ’92, goes to deserving young 
musicians to help further their careers. 
Fund administrators hope to announce the 
first recipient this fall. e

n the beginning, there was the 

word. 

For Toronto poet/singer David 
Deacon, that’s all there’s ever 
been. Before motorcycles or race 
cars or paintings or Nietzsche or 
sex, there was the word... the 
spoken word, to be exact. 

“When I was 15, I heard a 
recording of Dylan Thomas doing 
Under Milkwood and a number of 
his poems, and I was just aston- 
ished at the power of the spoken 
word,” Deacon said in a Robbie 
Robertson-like rasp, a voice as dry 
and salty as a hunk of beef jerky. 

Deacon was reading his own 
poems in New York City bars 
when he met musical co-conspira- 
tor David Shaw in 1993. He per- 
forms at the Sidetrack Cafe (10333 
- 112 St.) Monday, June 24, along 
with backing band The Word. 

The premise for Deacon’s meld- 
ing of poetry and music is strong 
and simple. 

“Lyrical music has become the 
poetry of the second part of the 
20th-century,” Deacon declared, 
citing the work of Bob Dylan and 
Leonard Cohen. 

Does The Iron Clock, the band’s 
second release, rank in that same 
esteemed category? Hear Deacon 
recite, sans music, lyrics to The 
Kiss, and you be the judge. 

“The kiss that closed my lips to 
your honeymoon of hope / Was 
cold an inch above the waist / 
Dripping like drops from the 
catheter like dope / My mouth’s 
still savoring the taste.” 

He admitted — slowly — one of 


_ the most powerful of spoken 


words is “sex”. This explains the 
occasional inclusion of erotic 
poignancy in his lyrics, and the sul- 
try jazz and R&B tones provided 
by his backing band.

Having never seen the second 
band, the Ballroom Zombies, I had 
no idea what to expect.

Remaining 
faithful to their CD jojo while 
throwing in some new stuff, these 
guys showed they know how to 
rock and shock. 

Dressed like a fusion of Cal- 
gary’s Forbidden Dimension and 
your Las Vegas lounge singer of 
choice, the band’s hypnotic, pasty- 
wearing frontman Robin Black 
induced confusion about gender. 

“T’m a guy, and you'll know it 
when I’m fuckin’ your girlfriend, 
buddy,” was the answer given one 
redneck audience member. Citing 
the Beatles, KISS, Jane’s Addiction 
and Tom Jones as influences, the 
Zombies played blistering, feed- 
back-laden song after song, even 
covering the once (and maybe 
still) over-played Bangles hit Walk 
Like An Egyptian with unmatched 
ferocity.

While jale’s new album avoids 
the cardinal sin of post-modern, 
female-led bands — sounding like 
Hole — it isn’t terribly original 
either.

Some of the songs, especially 
Drag, could be throwbacks to 
Phair’s Exile in Guyville. Or may- 
be jale was listening to Veruca Salt 
when they wrote the songs for So 
Wound. 

That's not to say I dislike the 
album, though.

The wedding is highly participa- 
tory and, with this talented collec- 
tive, it’s virtually impossible to 
stay uninvolved in the Nunzio and 
Vitale union.

ee the lizard. It could be the rallying 
cry of performance artist Maria Formolo 
and fellow co-creators of Evolutions - Lizard 
Dreams: Part II, who stage their vision of 
ancient wisdom at the Works Festival next 
week. 

The lizard lurks within us all, according to 
Formolo. It is symbolic of the dream time or 
subconscious mind where we envision our 
own futures. Formolo says an installation 
conceived by local artists, supported by 
international artists, and founded in the very 
nature of artistry itself has been prepared to 
allow the lizard to leap from the depths of 
unconscious thought into the blinding light 
of reality. 

Sound intriguing? Right up there with the 
inner child and the Celestine Prophesy, per- 
haps? Well, skeptics be damned. Formolo 
has based her performance on overlaying 
the symbolic circular figure of the aboriginal 
medicine wheel with the ancient Earth- 
based mandala of Eastern philosophy. And 
the correlations are transformative. 


Honoring the ancient wisdoms 


“Our performance is an exploration and 
honoring of the ancient wisdoms, and an 
integration of us as people to the Earth,” 
Formolo said. “An integration of our inner 
and outer landscapes is one way to describe 
our intent. This performance seeks to bridge 
the separation people feel between their 
spiritual selves and the rest of the world.” 

Lizard Dreams is a multi-disciplinarian 
work which came together spontaneously, 
as like-minded artists realized the intensity 
of their vision. Edmonton sculptor Sandra 
Bromley, who with Catherine Burgess, gave 
Rice Howard Way the Big Rock sculpture 
for last year’s Works Festival, is providing 
Lizard Dreams with its three-dimensional 


engulfed in a world of fantastic sculpture, 
sensual storytelling, poetic recital and mas- 
sive projected images of water, space, earth, 
fire and wind created by videographer Rick 
Gastaphson. This sensory experience will be 
coupled with music and dance, featuring

“People can take from this what they 
want,” explained Formolo, her cornflower 
blue eyes lit from what she sees as the trans- 
forming power of this installation. “This is 
not a religious model, the dualistic nature of 
one thing being good and the other being 
bad. Rather, it is a beautiful and evocative 
voyage to inner wisdom using ancient, time- 
honored pathways of different cultures.” 


Out of the womb 


A lifetime student of comparative reli- 
gions, Formolo has been shaping the con- 
cept of this artistic installation since the 
success of her last Lizard Dreams piece at 
the Works last year. In some ways, it is an 
extension of that piece but, in. others, more 
complex. 

She sees perfect balance between the 
Eastern meditations of water, space, earth, 
fire and wind, and the native medicine 
wheels which encompasses the father/war- 
rior, mother/healer, grandmother/teacher 
and grandfather/visionary. 

“Each element we're presenting has an 
evocative movement and a unique image,” 
said Formolo. “They lead to something we 
call the shattering. Although the audience 
won't be in physical danger, this visceral 
experience represents going into the 
unknown. It’s the mystic shaman’s death 
and, it’s at that point, the audience is physi- 
cally led to the pools of unknowing.” 

Similar to last year's Lizard installation, 
audiences are encouraged to participate in 
the pools of the unknown by bathing 
themselves in the clay slip prepared by the 
artists. 

Suellen Foster, a participant in last year’s 
performance, called the bathing experience 
fascinating. “It was like I experienced 
myself coming out of the womb and being 
reborn again. I knew I had to get into that 


pool.”

strange take on popular culture 

and a new twist on the Old 
World come together in the latest 
show at Profiles Gallery: new works 
by Allen Ball and Daryl Rydman 
squaring off on opposite walls. 

Ball’s pieces take a few mom- 
ents to understand and may even 
require consultation with a gallery 
volunteer. He has framed his entire 
exhibit around the idea of spoofing 
the Franklin Mint; yes, that Frank- 
lin Mint. 

Guaranteed you have seen the 
Franklin advertisements in any 
number of magazines: “Share the 
beauty, the power and the grace of 
the winter wolf with this fine col- 
lector plate.” Franklin Mint has 
hawked cheesy plates featuring 
everything from hockey greats to 
scenes from the Lion King. Some 
people collect them, others collect 
them just to break them. 

Ball has created a poster that 
mirrors Franklin’s tell-tale adver- 
tising, right down to the gold leaf 
sticker and green lettering. The 
poster is so flawless in its presen- 
tation of the advertisement, you 


wonder if the offer of “collect the 
entire set; just $29.99 each” is legit. 

Your initial reaction may be 
slightly hostile, because you are 
not there to look at art appearing 
on plates and sold through 7V 
Guide. 

Still, since no other statement 
was provided by the artist, you 
either shrug and look at the art o1 
ask the volunteer to explain. It’s 
not real, okay? Just kidding. The 
pieces themselves are basic pic- 
tures of cartoon characters or 
comparisons of product logos 
from different eras. The art is rem- 
iniscent of those ancient intermis 
sion cartoons they showed at 
drive-ins in the ‘50s, the ones wit! 
the hot deg jumping into the bun 

The small, computer print 
images of Casper, Popeye Whole 
Leaf Spinach, ABC detergent 
labels and pictures of two different 
scoops inside the detergent boxes 
are really overshadowed by th 
large, colorful and frankly more 
interesting works by Rydman. He 
spent four months in Paris but was 
unable to afford the supplies need- 
ed to make large-scale paintings, 
so he turned to photography. The 
pieces are not simple photos of the 
wonders of Paris; they appear 
more as paintings without texture.

How Stella Got Her 


Groove Back 
By Terry McMillan 
Viking: 360 Pages 





t is difficult to articulate how 

deeply and entirely I disliked the 
latest offering of American author 
Terry McMillan, best known for pen- 
ning the screenplay Waiting to 
Exhale. 

Her new book, How Stella Got 
Her Groove Back, is a shallow, 
self-absorbed monument to mate- 
rialism and physical beauty, mas- 
querading as a story about a love 
relationship between a middle- 
aged woman and a much younger 
man. 


Kin to Rex Morgan 


This book is as far from literary 
fiction as you can get without 
being a Rex Morgan comic strip, 
and when promoters call McMillan 
“one of the most important chroni- 
clers of black life in the 1990s,” I 
can only cringe and thartk the 
Great-Literature-Gods-that-be for 
truly powerful black women writ- 
ers like Toni Morrison and 
Jamaica Kincaid. . 

McMillan’s book is a reprehensi- 
ble piece of work. In some 360 
pages we meet 42-year-old Stella 
Payne, a divorced and bored in- 
vestment analyst who flies to 
Jamaica on a whim and meets 20- 
year-old chef-in-training Winston 
Shakespeare. 

They do the wild thing, she flies 
home, can’t forget about him, 
returns to Jamaica for a reprise of 
the beast with two backs, flies 
back to California, moons around 
agonizing about their age differ- 
ence, flies him out, and accepts his 
marriage proposal. 

That’s it in a nutshell. 

However, in the 300-pages 
which aren't plot-related, we are 
told ad infinitum about Stella’s six- 
figure job, her housekeeper, her 
personal trainer, her perfectly 
toned size six body, her swanky 
house, her designer wardrobe and 
how it fits on her perfectly toned 
size six body, her black racing M-5 
BMW, her white Jeep, her taste in 
music, what she reads, what she 
eats, and mostly what she buys.

Stella is poorly conceived, 
badly written, well hyped 


Buy Stella buy. 

If, as some suggest, this book’s 
protagonist represents a triumph- 
ant role model for young Afro- 
American females, I would submit 
McMillan has badly undermined 
her own culture by touting the 
North American consumer-driven 
model as her measure of success 
(and, in this case, desirability). 

The concept of an older woman 
falling in love with a man half her 
age could be interesting were the 
reader privy to more internal con- 
flicts than what Stella wears, how 
her body compares to that of a 
younger woman and if her douche 
is effective. 

Winston’s characterization is 
next to nil. McMillan seems to bel- 
ieve it’s enough to describe his 
physical appearance and the way 
his naivety makes Stella feel 
(hence the groove in the book’s 
title). 

Not only is this story superficial 
and trite, it’s also badly written. 
MeMillan’s “signature style”, trum- 
peted by her publicity machine, 
must be her propensity for run-on 
sentences punctuated only by the 
word “like”. 


Run on and on and... 


An example: “When I go into the 
music store to get Quincy's CDs I 
begin to pick out CDs that I know 
Winston likes but probably doesn't 
have because he doesn’t have any 
money and I must buy about six or 
seven of them for him: some hip- 
hop and some rap and I throw Seal 
in for good measure and Mary J. 
Blige and when I get outside the 
store it occurs to me that he 
doesn’t have a CD player, so I 
decide to get him a portable one 
with headphones and once in the 
store, I figure I could use one on 
airplanes but now that I’m out of a 
job, like how often will I actually 
be flying but then I could also use 
it at the beach or outside in the 
back yard and Quincy could use 
one too when we're driving up to 
the mountains and I want silence 
and he wants Monteil Jordan, so I 
get him a cheap one because he 
will drop it, lose it, something and 
so now we all have CD players.”

The hype surrounding this new 
release is as tenuous and unsub- 
stantial as the work itself. McMil- 
lan’s story is false and flimsy, 
much like the myth of the Ameri- 
can dream that this book purports 
to represent. Save yourself the 
agony of reading How Stella Got 
Her Groove Back. It simply isn’t 
worth the time. ®

ands up guys, if you know

Your seminal vesicles? Ah, semi- 
nal, I hear you say. From semen: 
must be around my dick some- 
where and I know where that is. 

I don’t mean to be insulting but, 
the truth is, while most guys are 
made painfully aware of their 
scrotum area at some point grow- 
ing up, and it’s impossible not to 
clue in to the ups and downs (and 
eventually the ins and outs) of Mr. 
Penis, most men are pretty clue- 
less about the inner workings of 
their privates. 

Conversely, most women usual- 
ly know all about our insides 
before we even discover our main 
external organ, the clitoris. 

To be fair, I suppose if guys 
started bleeding on a monthly 
basis, they’d probably want an 
explanation too. And then there’s 
that other pesky little detail. We 
can get pregnant. As a result, 
women tend to be more aware of 
how we work and are forced to 
subject ourselves to the poking 
and prodding of doctors at an 
early age. 

“Women often take better care 
of their male partner’s health than 
the men themselves so,” said Dr. 
Yosh Taguchi, a urologist and 


author of the book Private Parts: 
An Owner’s Guide to the Male 
Anatomy (edited by Merrily Weis- 
bord and published by McClelland 
& Stewart.) “Men tend to put off 
going to the doctor because they 
aren’t comfortable having a 
stranger touch their genitals.” 

Especially one wielding a swab. 
I remember finally convincing a 
boyfriend to see a doctor to get 
checked for a special something 
we had possibly shared. He chick- 
ened out at the last minute 
because the doctor was a woman. 
What if he got a hard-on during 
the exam? Not that a male doctor 
sticking his finger up his butt was 
any more enticing. In fact, come 
to think of it, he realized, that 
would be even more embarrass- 
ing. What to do? He never got 
checked out at all.

Men pay for this ambivalent 
relationship to their anatomy, Dr. 
Taguchi says. “Because men are 
less aware of their privates — at 
least the medical condition of 
them — diseases like prostate or 
testicular cancer go undetected 
until it’s too late.” 

He first published Private Parts 


_in 1988 after realizing, while 


dozens of books had been written 
concerning women’s private parts, 
there was a dearth of info on men.

sion, various cancers, vasectomies 
and so on, this second edition also 
includes brand-new info on pee- 
associated problems: inconti- 
nence, urinary tract infections and 
kidney disorders. 

Taguchi's book is accessible 
and written with a sense of 
humor. Nifty diagrams illustrate 
his points. The info is basic, which 
is telling in itself. Men are still at 
Square 1 with a lot of this stuff. 
My one beef is its heavy Western 
bias. Even though Taguchi was 
born in Japan, he moved here at 
three and studied medicine at 
McGill in Montreal, and it shows. 

Like in his chapter on the pros- 
tate, a walnut-sized gland near 
your bladder serving no vital func- 
tion but to secrete stuff important 
to fertility (it’s also the male ver- 
sion of the female G-spot and a 
potentially great source of plea- 
sure, but that’s another column).

uring a recent visit to 

England, the weather was, 
well, typically English.

In England, the weather and the 
temperature never vary much 
from one day to the next, making 
it quite predictable. And you 
know, the English seldom com- 
plain about the weather; they live 
with it (an interesting concept). 

Back here in Canada, meteorol- 
ogists are having a heyday trying 
to figure out what the hell is hap- 
pening up there in the sky. You 
can hardly call snow in June sea- 
sonal — I don’t care where you 
come from — but that’s what they 
got in parts of Southern Alberta. 
And here in the Edmonton region, 
it’s been raining for the better part 
of a week now.

also known as the Green Lane. 
While most government-run 


years. The site also uses charts 
and graphs to display the statistics 
in an easily understandable for- 
mat. There’s also many maps to 
view, including satellite images, as 
well as simple region maps show- 
ing you at a glance what you can 
expect for the next 30, 60 or 90 
days. 

For those of you with enough 
computer horsepower, there are 
some mpeg movies to download 
or, with the right software, view 
on screen. You can also test your 
knowledge of weather by taking 
the “Great Canadian Weather 
Quiz”, which is quite humorous, 
although you'll notice it hasn’t 
been updated since 1994. 

If you're planning a trip across 
the country, it’s easy to select 
your destination on one of the 
forecast maps to find out whether 
you should pack your thermal 
underwear. 

While most of us only seek to 
know the daily temperatures and 
precipitation conditions, the 
Atmospheric Environment Service 
does provide interesting back- 


As you get older, this gland 
screws with your urine flow and 
can cause all kinds of problems, 
from benign prostate enlargement 
to prostate cancer, the most com- 
mon cancer in the world and most 
fatal after lung cancer. 

Taguchi mentions benign pros- 
tate enlargement “is rare in Japan- 
ese men living in Japan, where the 
diet is low in fat and red meat and 
high in fibre. It becomes more fre- 
quent in Japanese men living in 
Hawaii and as common in Japan- 
ese Americans as in the white pop- 
ulation.”

Despite the obvious connection 
to diet, Taguchi spends most of 
the chapter talking about symp- 
toms (basically, various urinary- 
flow problems), treatment, 
surgery and medication. 
Unfortunately, because most 
men’s problems seem to show up 
later in life, they tend not to worry 
about them until then. It might be 
useful to get men thinking about 
prevention earlier in life. 

Consider this, boys: Most exist- 
ing prostate surgery leaves you 
incontinent and/or impotent, 
something you might want to 
think about before you have your 
midlife crisis and want to leave 
your wife for a younger woman 
who, incidentally, won’t be too 
happy if you can’t get it up. 

But Taguchi has answers for 
that too, with a survey of available 
impotence treatments, from injec-

tions, pills and vacuum pumps, to 
more radical penile implants.

It’s not that Taguchi ignores 
prevention. Since prostate cancer 
can be detected by a rectal exam 
and, more recently, a blood test, 
he strongly encourages them 
annually. So, get over it guys. He 
also insists men give themselves a 
good feel every month. Testicular 
self-exams (this does not include 
grabbing your balls in public) can 
detect unusual lumps on the oth- 
erwise smooth surface of your 
precious jewels. 

As for the great to-cut-or-not-to- 
cut debate, Taguchi says the few 
cancer-ridden penis heads he’s 
seen had a pretty powerful impact.
